MOTION: (MacKay, Sherman) "moved that the Faculty of Fine Arts 
supports the general guidelines for Senate Evaluation of proposed 
Research Centres contained in Document US-88-2-Dll, II and III, 
pages 2 and 3, and, 


the Faculty supports, in principle, a reporting system between 
existing centres and the Senate Research Committee, but suggests 
that the process for determining the need for a ‘formal review 
(P.4) be both consultative and clearly defined."

6. Faculty of Fine Arts - No-Smoking Policy 


The present University Policy C-SA-2, Restrictions to Smoking 


and Consumption of Food and Beverages dated January 1, 1987, was 


reviewed by Council and an outline of the proposed University 
changes to be implemented as at January 1, 1989 was presented by 
Asst. Dean Bob Bigelow and then discussed. 


It was noted that effective as at September 1, 1989, all 
University buildings will become "smoke-free" environments and 
the discussions centered around what alternate arrangements could 
be made, if any, by that time, for the smokers within the Faculty 


of Fine Arts.
